Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[{Spe 
dalJ—Germany is fighting the United 
States now with the dissemination of 
insidious peace propaganda in this 
country designed to halt America’s 
stupendous preparations for war. 

This was the warning to loyal Amer- 
jeans uttered today by Secretary of 
Siate Lansing. The American pre- 
mier is In possession of evidence of 
the scope of this propaganda and of 
the machinery for its dissemination, 
which he contemplates making public 
as soon as the secret service completes 
important irvestigations expected to 
geult in-some sensational arrests. 

Mr. Lansing said that the headquar- 
ters of the German organization in- 
trusted with the promotion of peace 
propaganda and dissemination of peace 
feelers is in Zurich, Switzerland. He 
aheolves the Swiss government and the 
Swiss people from complicity in the 
German intrigues, but asserts that the 
Berlin agents in Zurich have no dif- 
fieultyin transmitting their peace lures 
te this country in various ways.

IRE UNCOVERED: 


Seized; Mystery In- 
come Traced. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 11.—[Special.) 
Evidence, seized by the government 
agents in their raié on the Philadelphia 
Tageblatt office Monday evening shows 
that the paper was part of a national 
conspiracy against the United States. 
In the books and necords of the Tage- 
blatt is evidence. that it received régu- 
lar money contributions from a party in 
Mexico, suppose@ to have been a Ger- 
man agent. 

Th books aleo show that the Tage- 
blatt was not supported by the German 
labor organizations for which it claimed 
to be the official organ, but had entirely 
different and much more mysterious 
sources of income. 

At the same time the Tageblatt; since 
the outbreak of the war, employed a 
man who came to this country only 
since the wan broke out, whose whole 
family is in Germany, and who was 
given an important position in the edi- 
torial department of the paper, as a 
sort of German censor to see that the 
paper was kept in the right German and 
anti-American tone. 


Find Letters from La Follette. 

In the correspondence of the paper 
letters were also found from several 
highly prominent Americans tn congress, 
including Senator La Follette and oth- 
ers, who may be seriously embarrassed 
by the Tageblatt raid. 

Finally, while the Tageblatt editors 

were drawing on their imagination to 
manufacture kaiser victories and Ameri- 
can distress, food scarcity, military im- 
potence, and disaster, the official, au- 
thentic information sent to the ppper by 
ments was thrown into the waste paper 
baskets. kind of news was found 
in sealed envelopes just as it was re- 
ceived, within the waste paper bales re- 
covered in the raid. 
All the time the Tageblatt editors 
were doing this they sat in their office 
and wrote;-fake telegrams and cable- 
grams from Amsterdam, Berlin, London, 
Petrograd,; and Washington, bolstering 
up the kaiser’s cause and designed to in- 
jure America. The point about/the Tag- 
eblatt articles manufactured in its own 
office, but printed with date lines indi- 
cating that it had been received from 
foreign cities, is that by putting these 
date itmes on their homemade lies, the 
Tageblatt editors made it appear as if 
the Mes had been passed upon and ap- 
proved by official French, English, or 
American censors. |

Propaganda Syndicated. 

The records seized in the raid also 
show that it was in constant communi- 
cation with Germans throughout the 
country, and that its long serial stories 
were syndicated Gegman propaganda, as- 
gsembied and sent out in matrix form 
from the office of the New York Staats- 
Zeitung. These long syndicate stories 
were all part of a national German prop- 
aganda, and contained rarely anything 
except arguments in favor of Germany 
and twisted historical review attacking 
England, France, and Italy, and blaming 
them for the war in which Germany 
was the innocent, inoffensive victim of 
brutal attack and unscrupulous intrigue. 

Besides the two editors arrested at the 
time of thé raid Herman Lemke, the 
business manager, and Dr. Martin Dar- 
kow, the managing editor, two other 
editors surrendered today, and had their 
bail fixed at $10,000 each.

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 11.— 
Lowen, the Swedish minjster to Ar- 
gentina, will not be recalled, according 
to a statement made to the press to- 
night by Admiral Liniman, minister of 
foreign affairs. 

The foreign minister told tha news- 
paper men that Baron Lowen was not 
blamable for the tenor of the messages 
which passed through the Swedish le- 
gation, sent by the German chargé to 
the Berlin foreign office, and as he had 
acted in good faith and did not know 


the contents of the dispatches he would 
not be recalled. 


SWEDEN ISSUES STATEMENT. 

The Swedish foreign office has issued 
the following statement regarding the 
Swedish-Argentinian revelations: 

“The Swedish foreign office has not 
received any account regarding the 
transmission of the telegrams men-™ 
tioned in the statements of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, and the 
Swedish government therefore is un- 
able at present to determine what its,

SAY U. S. ASKED FAVORS. to the depositor. 


“ As regards the United States in par- 
ticular, the United States minister here 
has this year, in certain special cases, 
demanded and obtained permission to 
transmit letters to and from Turkey and 
at a time when Turkey was not in a 
state of war with America and .when 
Sweden had not yet taken over the pro- 
tection of American interests. 

“In the summer of 1915 the wigh was 
expressed from the British side that 
the transmission of telegrams between 
Germany and North America should 
cease. No formal demand was made, 
but notwithstanding this the foreign | 
minister acceded to the wish. 

“The Swedish minister, who was ‘cog- | 
nizant of all the negotiations, was of 
the opinion that this was no bar to the 
continued transmission of telegrams to 
neutral states other than the United 
States and therefore to Argentina. Since 
then Sweden has continued to be the 
intermediary for communications be- 
tween Germany and the Argentine. 


DISPATCH SENT IN CODE. 

_“ The dispatch mentioned in the Amer- 
ican statement was written in code and 
in transmitting it the Swedish minister 
was by that reason unable to decipher 
it. Whether its contents were as re- 
ported is a point which the first duty 
of the Swedish government must be to 
confirm, and its next action must be to 
get an explanation from Germany if it 
be found that any misuse has taken 
place. Sweden will also, without regard 
to any reference made to her, take 
measures to prevent any repetition of 
the incident. 

* No application as to the ceasation of 
the trahsmission of telegrams from Ger- 
many to the Argentine Republic has yet 
been made either by the British or 
American. governments, even now or at 
any earlier period. 

“The whole affair has only become 
known to the public through the press, 
but in spite of this the wishes officially 
and semi-Officially expressed by the in- 
terested parties would immediately have 
been acceded to.”” 

STIRS SWEDISH PUBLIC. 

The public showed great interest in the 
statement of the foreign office, It is the 
general impression, even among the 
strongly opposed political parties, that 
Sweden acted in good faith in the mat- 
ter of the German telegrams, but public 
opinion nevertheless is stirred by the 
fact that code telegrams of German ori- 
gin were permitted to be forwarded 
without giving the Swedish officials the 
key to the code, so that they might con- 
trol the contents of the dispatch.

DEAD N. Y. BANK 
OFFICIAL CALLED 
$300,000 THIEF 
Controller Announces 
J. B. Martindale 
Was Forger. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—Con- 
troller Williams issued a statement to- 
night, aaperting investigation had dis- 
closed that the late J. B, Martindale, 
president of the Chemical National bank 
of New York, who died in July, 1917, 
was an embeszler and forger to the ex- 
tent of about $300,000. The amount was 
taken, the controller announced, from 
the account of-a wealthy depositor, and 
the bank has arranged to make good 
the entire sum. The statement follows: 

“Investigations recently made show 
that J. B, Martindale, the late president 
of the Chemical National bank of New 
York city, who died in July, 1917, was 
an embezzler and forger to the extent of 
about $300,000. He had been president 
of the bank since December, 1910, and 
prior to that had been for a number of 
years its vice president. | 

* The loss will not impair in the slight- 
est degree the capital and surplus of 
the Chemical bank, whith amounts at 
this time to $10,000,000, but will be 
charged out of its ‘ undivided profits,’ 
which at the present time amount to 
over $1,500,000, after charging off the 
$300,000.

Discovery When He Was IIL. 

“The suspicions of the bank's officers 
were aroused while Martindale was ab- 
sent from the bank, ill a hospital 
shortly before his death... the embez- 
zlement was discovered ag/& result of

tindale. The money was not stolen di- 
rectly from the bank, but was obtained 
by manipulating the deposit account of 
a wealthy depositor, for whom Martin- 
dale acted as financial adviser and 
trusted agent. Under President Mar- 
tindale’s instructions the statements of 
this depositor’s account were rendered 


instead of direct to the depositor, and 
Martindale then manipulated § and 
changed them before submitting them 


‘Depositor’s Name Forged.” 

“The method by which Martindale ob- 
tained most of the money was by with- 
drawing money from this depositor’s ac- 
count, either through a forged check 
or by a ‘debit slip’ signed by himself as 
president, He would present these 
checks for $5,000 or $10,000, or whatever 
the amount might be, to the bank teller 
personally, explaining that the depositor 
had asked him to draw this money 
from the account for a donation to some 
hospital so that the name of the donor 
might not be known, or that the de- 
positor desired the matter handled in 
this manner for some other plausible 
reason; and he would then appropriate 
the cash so withdrawn to his own uses. 


“In explaining to the depositor at the 
end of each month these withdrawals, 
Martindale's plan was to inform the un- 
suspecting depositor that he had placed 
the sums so withdrawn froni the Chem- 
ical bank to the depositors’ credit in a 
certain trust company in’ New York 
City, one of whose depogitor pass books 
he had obtained and in which book he 
would enter up in his handwriting 
as deposits with the trust company the 
amounts of money which he had with- 
drawn from the Chemical National bank 


or debit slips. | 

“ He also forged the depositor’s name 
to certain demand notes to the extent 
of about $80,000, which amount he also 
got from the Chemical bank and person- 
ally appropriated.

LONDON, Sept. 11.—A jury this after- 
noon indorsed the plea that a soldier is 
justified in killing a slacker who re- 
mains home and seeks to dishonor the 
soldier's wife. Lieut. Douglas Malcolm, 
Royal artillery, was acquitted of blame 
for the murder of Anton Baumbery, alias 
“Count de Borch,”’ under such condi- 
tions. Malcolm's plea involved the un- 
written law.

PARIS, Sept. 11.—While Minister of 
War Painleve was trying to find a so- 
lution to the ministerial crisis in France, 
serious news of Gen. Korniloff's march 
on Petrograd was flashed here. The 
ministerial crisis now takes second 
place and great pessimism is shown re- 
garding Russia. : 

Painleve received the Socialists this 
morning. They informed him they would 
facilitate his task in forming a new 
cabinet. The Socialists, however, re- 
served definite decision until the ap- 
probation of the different portfolios is 
definitely known. ' 

Painleve informed the Socialists that 
the program of the new cabinet would 
be to prosecute the war until final vic- 
tory, also to wipe out the stains of Ger- 
man propaganda which led to Malvy’s 
resignation, and the downfall of the 
Ribot ministry. 

Political circles here believe Painleve 
will form a ministry tonight or at the 
latest tomorrow morning. It is believed 
that Ministers Chaumet and Thomas 
will retain their important ministries, 
with the possibility of Jonnart, who 


cleared the Gfeek question, causing King 
Constantine's abdication, as head of 
foreign affairs.

Chicago Woman Tells How She 


Was Jilted by Mrs. King’s 
Mentor. 


SIDELIGHT on Gaston B. 
Means, central figure in the 
Mrs. King death mystery, 
was.supplied yesterday by a 
Chicago manicurist, Miss Esther 
Waters, connected with a shop at 20 
East Jackson boulevard. Miss Wa- 
ters admitted she was -a former 
sweetheart of Means. 

Miss Waters accused Means of 
“throwing her over” after a prom- 
ise of marriage. : . 

I kept company with" Mr. Means 
continuously for two years about 
eight years ago,”’ said Miss Waters. . 
‘* At that tinte he lived at the Grand 
Pacific hotel and was a local repre- 
sentative for the Cannon Mills, a 
cottgn goods manufacturing concern. 

“At that time I was an inexperi- 
enced young girl and fairly idealized 
him. He always talked to me in a 
southern accent—you know, one of. 
those ‘ovah yondah, honey’ kind— 
and had the most sweet, yet bull- 
dozing, way about him. ; 

“Well, I saw him every night dur- 
ing the two years. Then a story 
was published in the papers about a 
girl named Edith Poole, suing him 
for breach of promise in New York. 
I asked him about it.

“The mystery. of the dissolution of a 
trust fund of $125,000, established with 


the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company

For a while 
he sent her $500, the same amount as 
the regular monthly interest she had 
been accustomed to receive, Then he 
increased it to $600 and later to $1,000.

Her con- 
dition may be remedied by the provisions 
of Mrs. King’s will which leaves her $400 
a month. But just now there are said to 
be suspicions that Mrs. King’s fortune 
will be.found to have been dissipated. 


Says Means Fears Result. 

It developed that five of twelve checks 
‘drawn on Mrs. King’s $400,000 trust 
fund with the Northern Trust company 
during the last twelve months were in- 
dorsed by Means. Two of these checks, 
one for $1,000 and one for $2,000, drawn 
last October, it was brought out, were 
fdeposited to the account of Mrs. Julie 
P. Means, his wife, with the Lincoln 
Trust company of New York. The five 
checks indorsed by Means are supposed 
to have been cashed by him. 

Attorney Miller of the Northern Trust 
company said he did not believe Means 
ever would submit the King will, he 
claims to have discovered, to the scru- 
tiny of a court. ; 

“If he does,” said Mr. Miller, “ we 
will prove the will a forgery. I do 
not believe he will dare to take the 
hazard. Under Mr. King’s genuine will 
we will turn over Mrs. King’s $400,000 
trust fund to the King Old Men’s home.”

King came out of the ‘house. I greeted 
Mrs. King. Then Gaston came out. 

“Tt must have been pretty near 7 
o'clock when we got started. The street 
lights were not burning, because Mrs. 
Melvin hollered to us to turn on our 
automobile lights. The sun was down. 

“ I.did not ask where they were going. 
I thought they were just out for a ‘drive. 
When they turned into the old road I 
knew the could go no farther than the 
Blackwelder spring.

MORAL SUPPORT FOR GERMAN 

; LIBERALISM. 

A movement in America to help the liberals in 
Germany will now meet the same charge. that the 
governing class makes in response to the presi- 
dent’s appeal to German liberalism. It will be 
said by all the partisans of junkerism that the 
American movement is an attempt to foment dis- 
cord in Germany and to weaken the system which 
is “defending” Germany if not conquering the 
world. | 

If the present German system is perfect or supe- 

rior to all other forms of government it must, of 
course, follow that the German liberals’ demands 
are blows at German might, prosperity, and per- 
haps security. Any attempt to encourage these 
demands coming from a nation now at war with 
Germany must be suspected. 
’ Nevertheless we believe the movement being 
organized in this region by Mr. Otto Butz and Mr. 
Karl Mathie, both Americans of German blood, if 
it is given the support it ought to receive whole 
heartedly by all German-Americans, will have an 
effect in Germany which any lover of Germany 
inight welcome unless he were a thick and thin 
supporter of the Germany of the junker, the Ger- 
many of “ blood and iron,” and mostly blood. 

And how can the great mass of German-Amer- 
icans fail to give this movement hearty support? 
If they have any place in our American scheme, if 
they have ahy. belief in American doctrines or 


i 


Adeals, if they are not aliens in spirit and convic- 


tion, they are hoping today ardently for the ad- 
vance of liberalism in Germany, and they will 
wish to give such moral support as they can te 
the cause of liberalism in their fatherland. 

The German language press has an especial re- 
sponsibility in this matter. From the outbreak 


. of the European war it has given the German 


government's acts and policies an unmeasured ap- 
proval and unquestionably this has strengthened 
that government’s hands in every crisis. We know 


how much emphasis Prussian policy puts upon 


the ecodperation.of German sympathizers in this 
country as in other forms of disaffection else- 
where, and the course adopted by the German 
language press in this country cannot fail to have 
given aid and comfort to the German government. 
These newspapers, presumably representing the 
opinion of German-Americans, have been more 
pro-Prussian than the liberal press in Germany. 
German editors have sometimes sharply criticized 
and opposed war policies. The German language 
press in this country and papers like Viereck'’s 
have swallowed them whole. 

This has been’a disservice to German liberalism 
and it can be only partly redressed by a change at 
this stage. Americans of German blood, who are 
liberals if they are in any sense American, ought 
now for the sake of German progress as well as 


- for the sake of the only peace America hopes for, 


to let Germany know that they are back of the 
president to a man and that their hopes and sym- 
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@ vitriolic paragraph or two denouncing sharks. 
Indeed, it was said at one period that there were 
editorial writers to whom man-eating sharks were 
worth a month's board every year. 

For a change, how we welcome the shark 
man! Seventeen different breeds of shark he has 
‘eaten, and finds them excellent and bids us all go 
and do likewise. It is a dark day, manifestly, for 
sharks. It recalls Henry Ward Beecher’s reply to 
the farmer who inquired how to get rid of pusley: 
“ Find something it’s good for and then the Lord 
will raise up a bug to devour it.” 


THE WOOL FAMINE. 

City folk have been accustomed to think of 
sheep principally as an ornamental adjunct of 4 
pastoral landscape. The only variety they know 
much about is the black sheep of the neighborhood 
gossip. Country folk in the middle west have, as 
a rule, paid less attention to sheep raising than 
to other branches of the live stock industry. 

But an emergency has arisen which should enlist 

both city and country folk in an effort to increase 
our sheep production. The wool famine is said to 
be acute. The national sheep and wool bureau 
estimates a yield of 230,000,000 pounds of wool to 
meet a demand for 750,000,000 pounds. “Shall our 
soldiers and our people be warmly clad?” asks 
the bureau, and suggests that the incentive of high 
prices as well as patriotic obligation should make 
a strong appeal! for raising more sheep. } 
« By reason of their cleanliness and unobtrusive- 
ness, sheep are comparatively easy to raise under 
ordinary farm or suburban conditions. In the past, 
farmers could hardly compete with the ranch own- 
ers because sheep thrive on free range and scanty 
vegetation. But the sheep grazing domain has 
been much reduced. It is estimated that during 
the year 60,000,000 acres have been taken by 
settlers under the new homestead law. 

The wool bureau is planning to get the sheep- 
men of western states to take over some 30,000,000 
acres of cut-over timber lands in Wisconsin, Mich- 
igan and Minnesota. This project will be consid- 
ered at the Great Lakes wool convention to be 
held here Sept. 11. But it will take time to bring 
this scheme up to maximum operation. 


The 
packers have offered to supply ewe lambs to pro- 
spective wool producers at cost. Arrangements are 
being perfected to allow farmers to obtain federal 
loans for the purchase of sheep. | 

For the many suburbanites who may be !mpelied 
to raise a few sheep one word of warning should 
be given: Beware of dogs. Our friend the dog is. 
a great natural enemy of the sheep. Better pro- 
tection from vagrant dogs is a primary nsed in 
this emergency. 


THE RED CROSS REPORT. 


The report of the war council of the American 
Red Cross published in Monday’s Trisune is an 
inspiring review. It is one of the most consoling 
considerations of the war tragedy that so much of 
the American genius for organization, of the Amer- 
ican liberality of the purse, of American humani-. 
tarianism is getting itself efficiently expressed dn 
the tremendous work of war relief. Certainly they 
have never before had such an opportunity, and 
it is comforting to think they are meeting the op- 
portunity as near as humanly is possible. 

The work of the Red Cross, beneficent in peace 
time, has now become of scope and importance 
gecond only to the military organization of war. 
At the elbow of the man with the bayonet must 
stand the surgeon and the nurse. Today the Red 
Cross represents an unparalleled activity, a system 
of service ranging from the saving of life to the 
providing of postcards. In all the allied belliger- 
ent countries commissions are studying the needs 
of soldiers. | 

Theoretically all of this ought to be much a 
part of the organization for war to be provided by 
governments from the public purse as the supply

THE WAR TAX BILL. 


The final vote on the war revenue bill in the 
senate was a rebuke to the emotionalists and ex- 
tremists, if not altogether a victory for wise cqun- 
sel and sober judgment. Out of seventy-three sena- 
ors, only four—-La Follette, Gronna, Norris, and 
Borah—voted in the negative. When it came to a 
showdown, the pretentious oratory of the last few 
weeks exercised no effect, and the time given to it 
was sheer waste. ; 

The scene is now shifted to the conference com- 
yuittee, where the senate and the house b'''- are 
to be “harmonized.” The senate program will 
probably control in the final revision, but it is not 
unlikely that extremists in both houses will make 
m final effort to sound their battle cries. Repre- 
séntative Parker gave congress a sample of what 
we may expect a few days ago. “Lét us collect 
v hat we can now,” he said. “ A manufacturer can 
raise his prices, or cut down his profits, or cut down 
what goes to his agents, or do something that will 
enable the tax to be distributed among the entire 
community. We want the money, and we want it 
how.” : 

Or, in other words, “We want the money, and 
we can collect it; let the other fellow-worry about 
the consequences.” | 

The uncertainty of the outcome, due to frequent 
changes in the original program, has had --uch to 
do with causing business unrest. For months the 
revenue proposals have been in a state of flux. 
More than one business man would not have been 


— 


. surprised to wake up any morning to find the sen- 


*, 


ate had adopted an amendment which would drive 
them into bankruptcy. Whether this fear was rea- 
son&ble is beside the mark. If congress now wishes 
tu do the country a great service, it will refuse to 
dally further with obstructionist oratory. We think 
the senate bill involves an excessive revenue 
scheme, doubtful in its method of application or 


incidence. Perhaps it can be materially bettered 


in conference. But it is important that -business 
should not be kept much longer in a state of un- 
certainty, and we hope a fair compromise of opinion 
will result in the prompt passage of a reasonable, 
safe law. |

But theory has nothing to 
do with this emergency. Private donations and 
private initiative have to be relied upon to provide 
this necessary supplement of military operations. 
It is fortunate they are so ready and able. We 
ought all to do our full share, of service and dona- 
tion, to maintain the Red Cross in its tremendous 
work, — 

Happily the American Red cross has never been 
in such good hands as it is now, One of the lead- 
ing men in the financial and business affairs of the 
country, Mr. Henry P. Davison, is chairman of 
the war council, and the war has brought into 
the service of the society in appropriate capacities 
a great deal of fresh ability and fresh enthusiagn. 
Previous to the war the management of the Red 
Cross was not free from just criticism. Its book- 
keeping, its policies, and its manners frequently 
roused doubts or resentment. Mr. Davison has 
brought a welcome change in the overhead man- 
agement which will reassure many who have been 
unwilling to contribute under former conditions, 
and we are confident a different spirit will prevail 
throughout the organization during the days of its 
greatest trial. The Red Cross is by no means the 
only deserving war relief agency, but it is by far 
the most important, and must be depended upon 
to organize and maintain the system upon which 
the army and navy must in the main rely, It 
must be sustained by tw® American people liber- 
ally, for the demands upon it call for the expendi- 
ture of millions. Already it has appropriated over 
twelve millions for war work in Europe, and its 
needs will increase.

SOME MALARIA REPORTS. 
RALL reporta that the PFrench 
army in Macedonia euffered great- 
ly from malaria fm 1016. The 
number of cases a month wae 

about 200 until the end of June, It 
Jumped to 1,800 tn July and 6,000 a 
month in the remaining monthe of the 
summer and earlier autumn, He says 
that efforte againat mosquitoes are not 
satisfactory where an army ta in the 
feld and is necessarily exposed, The 
use of prophylactic quinine, four to five 
grains a day, was effective enough in 
March, April, and May. 

The prophylactic dose cannot be 
doubled without doing harm. After the 
disease becomes severe in June or July 
he changes his method of using quinine. 
He gives twelve to fifteen grains a day 
for four or five days, then five grains a 
day for two or three days, then back to 
twelve to fifteen grains a day for five 
days, and then to five grains a day for 
the remainder of the week. This is kept 
up for five weeks. 

When quinine will not break chills he 
says the failure is due to the fact that 
the patients have an associated amoebic 
bowel infection. He cures this with 
ipecac, after which quinine will cure 
the malaria. |

Le Prince and Griffiths found that 
malaria mosquitoes will fly as far as a 
mile and a quarter. They captured mos- 
quitoes which had traveled the following 
distances: One, 5,565 feet; two, 3,245 
feet; three, 3,000 feet, and one, 2,800 feet. 
One mosquito flew across a river 800 
feet wide. 

In making these tests they caught 
900 to 1,000 malaria mosquitoes, stained 
them with a dye, liberated them at 
given points, and one to four days later 


try surrounding the point of liberation. 
Of the 900 to 1,000 mosquitoes liberated 
only seven were recovered; therefore 
this experiment is to be regarded as 
nothing more than the reasonable poss!- 
bilities of travel by malarial mosquitoes 
by flight within a few days. Of course 
they can be carried long distances by 
trains and automobiles. It is held that 
where there is much cover mosquitoes 
work their way for considerable dis- 
tances. |

Mitzmain studied two varieties of ma- 
laria mosquitoes In Alabama with a view 
to determining where they attacked 
persons. For instances, one variety— 
punctipennis — rarely bites persons in 
a house, but fs anxious to bite persons 
on verandas and porches. When it has 
gorged itself with blood it hides under 
the house or in the privy. 

The other variety is more disposed 
to bite persons inside the house, and 
having gorged itself with blood, to hide 
under the bed or on the ceiling in some

From his early infancy until long 
after he had attained manhood, Nich- 
olas was accustomed to spend all the 
summer months with his parents and 
his sisters at one or another of the 


ing to the royal house: of Denmark, in 
the vicinity of Copenhagen. 

Denmark was his motherland and he 
spoke the language. It was his home 
and it was during those summers 
spent each year in Denmark, that Alex- 
ander IlI., his wife and his children, 
cut themselves adrift from all the pomp 
and ceremony, the etiquette with which 
their every movement was hampered in 
Russia, and that they felt free to enjoy 
themselves like ordinary human beings 
among congenial and sympathetic sur- 
roundings and safe from those perils 
of assassination by which their foot- 
steps were dogged in Russia. 

It is because of this close and inti- 
mate association of Nicholas II. with 
Denmark since his childhood that the 
revelation of his agreement with the 
kaiser in 1905 to join with him in a 
violation of Danish neutrality and in 
a subjection of the Danes to the same 
treatment that the Germans have meted 
out to the Belgians, appears so particu- 
larly revolting and altogether unpar- 
donable. 

~~ - 

That Germany, or rather Prussia, 
should have designs upon the independ- 
ence and even upon the very national! 
existence of Denmark, is not likely to 
have surprised the people of that small 
kingdom. They had always 
upon Prussia as a never-menacing foe 
who in the war of 1864 had robbed tiem 
of the Duchies of Schleswig and Hol- 
stein, comprising more than a third of 
their entire territory, and that he no- 
toriously bent upon securing all that 
still remains in Denmark, to command 
the entrance to the Baltic, is no secret. 

But that Nicholas Il., the first-born 
of their own Princess Dagmar, now 
Empress Marie, a prince whom they 
had seen grow up among them and who 
had spent all the happiest and care- 
free portion of his life in their midst, 
should not only have given his ap- 
proval to these designs of the kaiser, 
but should actually have undertaken 
in writing to participate therein, has 
struck them as being just as much of 
a betrayal, of treachéry, and of treason 
as if it had been committed by some one 
of their own nationality, or of their own 
sovereign house. 

The publication by cable of the re- 
markable confidential correspondence 
that passed between the kaiser and the 
ex-czar during the Russo-Japanese war 
and in the following year cannot fail 
to have the effect of turning everybody, 
not only in the countries of the entente, 
but also the people of neutral nations, 
against him. 

This, too, at a for him most untimely 
moment. For, as I predicted in these 
letters when the quéstion first cropped 
up of exiling him with his wife and 
children to Tobolsk, sympathy was de-

And yet, perhaps there is some little 
excuse which might be put forward in 
The kaiser, before the war, 
when he set himself out to please, could 
be extremely fascinating and was a 
wonderful artist in his cleverness in 
convincing even those who happened 
to be prejudiced against him of his sin- 
cerity. 

—_- 

It is undeniable that he exercised the 
most extraordinary powers of fascina- 
tion on Nicholas. This was so well 
known at Petrograd that the ex-czar’s 
ministers, and, above all, his tremendous- 
ly anti-German mother, Empress a- 
rie, used to dread his meetings with the 
kaiser and would do everything in their 
power to prevent their taking place. 
They knew that as soon as ever the 
two monarchs got together, Nicholas 
would be completely subjugated by Wil- 
liam, and would agree to everything 
that was asked of him. What is worse, 
he would keep secret any agreement 
that he had made with the kaiser, leav- 
ing to his ministers the task of find- 
ing it out by themselves. 

The result was that they never knew 
where they stood or at what moment 
some terrible surprise would be sprung 
upon them, placing them in the most em- 
barrassing position with foreign govern- 
ments who had relied upon their written 
word, given with the approval of the 
ezar. / 

I related in these columns some months 
ago ele She late Count Sergius Witte 
on his return to Europe, -after signing 
the treaty of peace with Japan at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., stopped over for a couple 
of days at Berlin at the request of the 
kaiser, who in the course of an intimate 
conversation inadvertently let out the 
existence of a secret treaty then recent- 
ly concluded between himself and Nich- 
olas which had the effect of entirely nul- 
lifying Russia's alliance with France. 

On reaching Petrograd Count: Witte 
taxed the czar with the existence of this 
secret treaty with the kaiser. Nicholas, 
after some hesitation, reluctantly admit- 
ted it, whereupon Witte pointed out to 
his sovereign that since {t was not coun- 
tersigned by any minister it had no legal 
value and warned him that unless he 
canceled it at once he would lay bare.the 
whole thing, not only to the Russian peo- 
ple but also to France, who under the 
circumstances would veto the flotation of 
the large Russian loan which the Rus- 
sian government was then negotiating 
in Paris in order to defray the heavy ex- 
penses in connection with the war with 
Japan. . :

Nicholas gave way, but never forgave 
Witte for thus having forced his hand, 
and dismissed him from the premiership 
as soon as possible. The kaiser, how- 
ever, did not return to Nicholas the copy 
of the agreement which he signed, al- 
though he consented to cancel it, and I 
understand that until the revolution at 
Petrograd last spring the emperor al- 
ways held over the head of Nicholas the 
threat of publishing the document in fac- 
simile, with the object of creating fric- 
tion and possibly even a complete break

THE TENANT FARMER PROBLEM. 

Manchester, Ia., Sept. 9.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.]—A man owning 160 acres 
of land valued at $200 per acre has a 
capital investment of $32,000. He has an 
income of $1,120, or 3% per cent on his 
principal. This does not include taxes 
or annual improvements. 

The renter must pay the rent, hire help, 
pay for harvesting, thrashing, and mar- 
keting his produce, feed his stock and 
fTaise enough surplus for cash. He must 
also bear the brunt of bad years. At 
such times the rent must be paid re- 
gardiess of conditions. A farm lease is 
a virtual mortgage on property. 

Two and one-half million American 
farmers are renters. The majority of 
them cannot accumulate enough to make 
an initial farm payment large enough 
to keep the annual interest on the debt 
from eating up the profit which they 
must apply to the annual payment on 
the principal. 

‘We have three classes of agricultural 
proprietors: operating owners, nonresi- 
dent landlords, and renters. Those of 
the first class are rapidly leasing their 
farms and augmenting the second class. 

Thus we have a constantly increasing 
class of farmers who must not only toil 
to feed themselves and the world. but 
must also pay toll to their landlord for 
the privilege of doing so. As the cost 
of li ing increases and the burden of 
taxation grows heavier, the rent is in- 
creased; the renter must bear the extra 
burdens of both classes. 

It has been said that the great bul- 
wark of national liberty is a sturdy, self- 
especting peasantry. The peasantry can 
be neither when they spend their days 
in fear of poverty and eviction. 

As a consequence of these things, the 
sons of renters are going to the cities or 
to western Canada. In Canada they are 
made welcome, and in a short time own 
their farm homes and are independent. 
They are forever lost to Amerita, how- 
ever, ‘“‘for where the treasure is, there 
will the heart be also.” In the cities 
country boys become wage earners, and, 
like the other 98 per cent, seldom rise 
out of that class.

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 11.—La Pren- 
sa’s correspondent at Capilla del Mon- 
te, in the province of Cordoba, where 
the German chargé d'affaires has been 
sojourning, called on Count Luxburg 
today and read to him fhe statement is- 
sued by the state department at Wash- 
ington that he had advised the Berlin 
government to sink Argentine shipping 
“without leaving any trace.” 

Count Luxbure, while declining to en- 
ter into any detailed discussion, emphat- 
ically denied the accuracy of the ad- 
vices from Washington. 

While Count Luxburg may be com- 
pelled to leave the country for having 
advised the sinking of Argentine ves- 
sels and for his caustic reference to the 
foreign minister, it is not believed that 
the diplomatic relations between Argen- 
tina and Germany will be interrupted. 


Argentina Gets Dispatches. 

The long delayed dispatches from Am- 
bassador Naon at Washington were re- 
ceived by the foreign minister late this 
afternoon. The ambassador sent these 
dispatches relating to the revelations re- 
garding the Swedish legation here on 
Friday, but they had been stalled along 
the road. They did not contain all the 
information the foreign minister desired, 
and the Argentine ambassador was in- 
structed to see Secretary Lansing imme- 
diately, presumably for the purpose of 
obtaining more details.

However, it 
seems at least to be an admission that 
the Swedish government was no real 
party to Luxburg’s crime and is pre- 
pared with unnecessarily ill grace to

thing like it in the future.” 


Scores Luxburg Cruelty. 
PARIS, Sept. 11.—The Temps, com- 
menting on the Swedish exposure, says: 


“The imperishable formula of Count 


Luxburg, advising in cold blood that 
shipwrecked men be drowned to the 


‘very last one, merits being joined to the 


‘scrap of paper’ and the ‘ necessity 
knows no law’ that were assured im- 
mortality by Chancellor von Bethmanr 
Hollweg.” 

“Expected,” Dutch Press Says. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 11. —The Dutch 
newspapers yesterday gave prominence 
to the exposureg regarding the actiqn 
of the Swedish legation in Buenos Aires.

Charles Adkins, chief of the agricul- 
tural department of Illinois, announced 
he was here to obtain several hundred 
more sheep for state institutions. 

One of the practical results of the ses- 
sion was an arrangement for codpera- 
tion in forming boys’ and girls’ sheep 
clubs throughout the country. 

W. B. Tyrrell, president of the bureau, 
announced 4,000 boys already had been 
interested. 

Harry A. Wheeler, food administrator 
for Illinois, sent word that Kankakee 
county had sent its county administrator 
to Montana With orders from farmers to 
buy 26,000 sheep, and that several other 
counties were following in the wake of 
Kankakee. !

BY SHEPPARD BUTLER: 
Illinois is to have a continuous brick 
and concrete paved Lincoln highway 
from Cook county to the Iowa state line 
as soon as the placing of contracts and 


the actual work of laying the eaesnee 


can be accomplished. 

This became a certainty yesterday, 
when the supervisors of De Kalb, Kane, 
Du Page, Ogle, Lee, and Whiteside coun- 
ties—the territory through which the road 
passes—voted to make the appropriations 
necessary to meet the federal and state 
allotments of $1,020,000 recently assigned 
to the Lincoln highway. 

About $500,000 was appropriated by the 
counties, making the total to be ex- 
pended on 100 miles of pavement approx- 
imately $1,520,000, or more than $15,000 a 
mile. This will pay for the best type of 
brick and concrete pavement, and all the 
money is available immediately. Barr 
ring a.shortage of labor, it is probable 
that the work will be fin by the fall 
of 1918. 


Vote on Other Trunk Highways. 
Supervisors in twenty-four other IIli- 


during the day on the question of taking 
advantage of state and federal funds 
assigned to four other trunk line routes. 
Each group of counties must guarantee 
one-third the cost of the road improve- 
ments to obtain the expenditure of the 
remaining two-thirds offered by the state 
and federal governments. 

‘ None of these groups reported final ac- 
‘tion, but in the case of the National Old 
Trails road, extending across southern

Louls. The coufities along the latter 
trail have not announced the result of 
their deliberations. : 

Action on the north shore highway 
plan has been postponed until tomorrow 
morning, when the Lake county super- 
visors will confer at Waukegan with 
Col. Ryan of Fort Sheridan, Capt. Mof- 
fett of the naval training station and a 
delegation of good roads authorities 
from Lake and Cook counties. 

The committee formed recently to pro- 
mote the building of a military highway 
from Chicago to Waukegan met at noon 
at the Union League club and formed a: 
permanent organization for the work. 
It is probable that this military road 
will be made identical with the highway 
contemplated in the state improvement 
plans.

- perhaps some smal! problem has arisen 
in connection with the handling of his 
company, Which ‘he would like to talk 
over with other young officers of his own 
rank. Where shall he meet them? | 

Perhaps he feels the need of an hour's 
complete relaxation and ert, 
Where shall he go to find it? 

There are 2,000 young officers who will 
gpend the next six months, perhaps, at 
Camp Grant. Almost all of them are 
fresh from the officers’ training camps 
and the morale among them is very 
high. A chief factor in creating this 

has been the constant associa- 
‘tion In the training camps and out of 
working hours of men who brought to 
this mutual intercourse the most va- 
fied personal, social and professional. 
gifts and accomplishments. 3 


Nothing for Officers. 

Dally, during the training periods, the 
student officers had the privilege of 
meeting, chatting, and playing with their 
fellows in the officers’ clubs and recrea- 
tion rooms. 5 

At Camp Grant splendid arrangements 
are being made for the entertainment, 
and the social intercourse of the 40,000 | 
men who will presently fill the great 
berracks buildings,, but—so far—nothing 
at all along these lines has been done 
for the officers. 

Bach officer has his own private room, 
but these rooms are tiny cubicles, plain 
and comfortable, but with neither space 
nor facilities for entertaining more than 
one man at a time. Then, there are the 
regimental headquarters, where formal 
conferences will be held. ‘But where 
shall the young officer go when he wants 
to meet the other young men in other 
tegiments, whom he learned to know 
and to like and to lean on at the officers’ 
training camp? 


Library for Honor Men. 

For the 40,000 privates and “ non- 
come” in the Camp Grant army there 
will be no less than seven big Y. M. C. 
A. fecreation “huts” and at least one 
built and managed under the auspices 
of the Knights of Columbus. In addi- 
tion there will be a huge Redpath rec- 
reation tent, in which all sorts of mu- 
sical and other entertainments will be 
given, 2nd a camp library, to be stocked 
with 10,000 volumes and in charge of a- 
trained librarian. The project of build- 
img and equipping the libraries at all 
the national army cantonments is in 
charge of a special committee, of which 
Frank Vanderlip of New York is chair- 
man. This committee is now engaged 
in raising a library fund of $1,000,000. 

The layman might imagine that the 
seven Y. M. C. A. houses and that of 
the Knights of Golumbus might be used 
in common as clubhouses by the officers 
and men. But universal experience has 
proved that the privates and “ non- 
come ” greatly prefer, in their hours of 
recreation, not to be under the eyes or, 
in any sense, the supervision of their 
Officers, It is also true that custom 
and the rules of the army make it awk- 
ward for both officers and men to use 
the same rooms for meeting and rec- 
Teation purposes. For these reasons— 
and others—the Y. M. C. A. and K. C.

GAR LINES FACE. 
2 MILLION RAISE 
IN ASSESSMENT 


Companies Ready to Ac- 
cept Increase if Valid, 
Tax Board Is Told. 


”"--eo-ooOooOoOoo- 
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An increase of $2,000,000 on the per- 
sonal property assessment of the Chi- 
cago Surface Lines may result from the 
investigation now being conducted by the 
board of review. This was made known 
yesterday, when E. R. Bliss, represent- 
ing the company, offered to accept the 
increase if it should be found valid. 

The board of review is conducting the 
investigation on the request of the Fifty- 
ninth Street and Ashland Avenue and 
Vicinity Business Men’s association and 
several other bodies, which contend the 
Chicago Railways and the Chicago City 
Railway companies are not being taxed 
heavily enough for their property. 

To support their contention, the ob- 
jectors assert there ts a difference of 
nearly $50,000,000 between the estimates 
fixed by the board of supervising en- 
gineers and that of the state board of 
equalization. 

It is further alleged that the tangible 
property of the traction lines is assessed 
at $5,656,856, which is lower than last 
year’s assessment by $2,000,000, 


Ready to Accept Raise. 

During the hearing the contention con- 
cerning the $2,000,000 difference was 
brought up. | 

“If you think the personal property 
assessment is $2,000,000 less than last 
year, make it what it was last year,” 
said Mr. Bliss. “ But we don't want it 
put back at that figure unless we know 
that last year’s assessment was based 
on a fair valuation.” | 

During the hearing the Surface com- 
pany was charged with increasing its 
trackage and equipment, thereby adding 
to its personal property values. Yet, it is 
said, the assessments are constantly 
being reduced. This was answered by 
Mr. Bliss, ‘Who asserted the objectors 
did not know how to read the many items 
making up the capital account of the 
Surface Lines. | 

“This board has only jurisdiction in 
personal property assessments, and you 
are bringing real estate and franchise 
values tnto the investigation,” said Mr. 
Bliss. | 

“ The -objectors. take the total of the 
capital account and want to tax us on 
that. This cannot be done. They do not 
know it contains $16,000,000 in real estate, 
buildings, and improvements; $11,000,000 
spent in paving streets, $4,000,000 on 
tunnels, and $8,000,000 in commissions 
and brokerage. . | 


Assessed on Cash Paid Out. 

“ There is nothing in these items that 
can be assessed. Yet you are asking we 
be assessed on money we have paid out, 
but which naturally appears in our capi- 
tal account because it is placed there by 
engineers as required by a city ordi- 
nance. e 

“In the last ten years we have paid 
out $48,000,000 for paving, cleaning, and 
sprinkling streets, and in taxes.” 

Fred Pischel of the committee from the 
Cook county real estate board asserted 
that in the last five years the invest- 
ment of the companies increased 14 per 
cent on the north and west sides and 19 
per cent on the south side, while the 
assessed value has decreased in that 
same period 13 and 25 per cent respec- 
tively. | 

The matter was taken under advise- 
ment and the hearing continued until 


Sept. 19. | |

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FAKE MORTGAGE 
LOAN SCHEMES 


That Chicago property. owners are 
being swindled out of thousands of dol- 
lars every year through mortgage loan 
schemes by “fly by night” mortgage 
and bonding concerns who operate in 
the city is the charge of M. P. Wein- 
shenk, an attorney with offices in the 
Chicago Title and Trust Building. 

Their scheme, he says, is to tie up the 
property of the borrower with a trust 
mortgage In favor of the mortgage com- 
pany and after the deed has béen signed 
by the property owner, virtually mak- 
ing the mortgage company the owner of 
the property, the company fails to ad- 
vance the money as agreed to pay for 
improvements, materials, and labor on 
the property. Consequently the build- 
ers and material supply firms claim lien 
on the property and file suit. ’ 

The desire of the mortgage concerns, 
according to Attorney Weinshenk, is to 
have a receiver appointed and the prop- 
erty ordered sold and if this is done it 
gives them an opportunity to buy it at 
almost their own price, for with the 
mortgage incumbrance upon it, there 
are likely to be few bidders for the 
In many cases, he said, they 
get a clear title to the property for 
little more than they agreed to advance 
upon it as a mortgage.
